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‘THe Americau Farmer says: On 
several occasions we have spoken 
of the unreasonable and unjust 
difference between the price of the 
beef as paid the farmers and the 
price the same is retailed at in the 
cities and towns. The difference 
is from 8 to 12 cents per pound and 
sometimes more. Speaking of this 
subject, a Dallas, Texas, stock 
raiser writes: “I think it will be 
apparent to all who consider the 
beef problem that the present low 
prices, apparently caused by over- 
production, is mainly attributed 
to the high retail price demanded 
from the consumer. The average 
retail price of beef is about eigh- 
teen cents per pound, and the 
question presents itself, can the 
laboring masses-use this commodity 
as an article of food. It appears 
that the retail butchers, who have 
the monopoly of supplying the 


cousumer, keep up their exhorbi- 


tant prices, said prices being out 
of all proportion tothe cost of beef 
on foot, or by whclesale dressed 
carcasses. It is an unquestioned 
fact that if any food product is 
placed beyond the reach of the 


masses something cheaper will be 
substituted.”

Near Twin Springs, in this county, 
are several large water holes which 
abound in these fish. These holes 
have been sounded to the depth of 
several hundred feet, but no bottom 
has been found. If, in the early morn- 
ing sunrise, you gaze steadily into the 
clear water, you will see the bottom of 
the crust of earth which overlies these 
waters. The valley evidently has an 
underground lake, and these springs 
are either where the force of water has 
worked its way to the surface, or the 
crust has from some cause broken in 
and disappeared in the depth below. 
There are manv such water holes in 
this county, which may be utilized in 
the future. 

In the Hot Creek range near Tybo 
is a butte where, by placing the ear to 
the crevices in the rock, the rushing 
sound of the water below may be dis- 
tinctly beard. 

In Cave Valley, formerly in Nye 
county, but now in White Pine, I am 
informed there is a cave which in the 
spring of each vear regularly dis- 
chargés a large amount of water for 
about six weeks, then it suddenly 
ceases. There are manv other evi- 
dences of underground waters in this 
county. 

The main reason why so little in- 
terest has been taken in developing 
the water supply in this connty arises 
from the fact that all the products of 
the farms are dependent on the home 
market and the supply of all farm 
produce is in excess of the demand of 
late years.

We were 
ordered to charge down the hil! upon the 
enemy, and we rushed headlong right into 
the Indian camp, every man of us yelling as 
hideously as the red devils themselves. As 
soon as we had emerged from the woods we 
were met with rifle balis from every side, 
and a good many poor fellows never reached 
thecamp. The detachment in the rear of 
the camp came into the conflict from that 
side, and we forced the Indians out from 
their hiding places to the open ground, and 
the battle raged right among their tents.
